She  tells  how  meat  experts  can 
help  the  volume  buyer  make  use  of  spe- 
cially developed  specifications  for  institu- 
tional meat  purchasing.  She  also  describes 
how  the  Federal  meat  grader,  under  the 
Acceptance  Service,  examines  products 
offered  to  meet  the  purchaser’s  specifi- 
cations and  identifies  them  to  show 
compliance.
